milling industry in the very heart 
of the cotton-growing region.

we are pleased at the evident ap­ 
preciation in the south of her in­ 
herent advantages. 
No less than 
sixt-v-^’ght cotton mills have been 


a d d e d during the year to the list 
of those previously established in 
Hie south, and those new mills will 
operate in round numbers a m il­ 
lion spindles. 
“The consumption of cotton by 
the southern mills increased last 
year 107,558 hales over the pre­ 
vious year, and in all likelihood 
even that gratifying record will be 
broken this year. 
The southern 
mills are spinning today more 
than twice as much cotton as they 
did ten years ago.” 


M a r r y in g F o r M on ey . 
H undreds of white 
men are 
camped on the borders and in the 
principle towns 
of the Choctaw 
Indian nation. 
They are seeking 
Choctaw Indian girls for wives. 
The Choctaw citizenship rolls will 
close on the first of next month, 
and thereafter white men who m ar­ 
ry Indians will not be allowed to 
share in the tribal funds. Already 
thousands of Choctaw girls have 
married white men 
and 
these 
whites are now 
worth thousands 
of dollars. 
Choctaw girls, at present, are 
worth 550 acres of land and about 
81000 in cash. 
They are pretty— 
that is, a m ajority of them are— 
and they have been fairly well ed­ 
ucated. 
They like the white peo­ 
ple generally, and it is not a hard 
task to m arry one. 
Bixby, chair­ 
man of the Dawes commission, 
says that he expects 1000 weddings 
to take place in the Choctaw nation 
within the next few days. 


In another column on the same 
date the Banner, under the head, 
“Another Case of Charbon,” refer- 
ing to Brenham, says: 
“ Dr. Carlton, our efficient vet­ 
erinary 
surgeon, reports another 
case of Charbon in the city, this 
time it being a cow belonging 
to Mr. L. Zeiss. 
This makes 
the second

few days, as only a day or two ago 
one of the city’s mules was attacked 
with 
this dread disease. 
Those 
who have valuable stock will do 
well to vaccinate, which is a great 
deal cheaper than paying drayage 
to haul the carcass out of town.
